At Least One Hundred of 
the Auditors Burned. 
to Death. 


Hospitals and Private Houses 
Filled With Victims Se- 
verely Injured.

LISBON, March 22.—Tuesday night’s appall- 
ing fire at the Baguet Theater, in Oporto, 
Portugal, repeats the familiar history of fatal 
fires in theaters. A house crowded to suffoca- 
tion, Inadequate means of exit, terrible strug- 
gles among the audience inamad effort to 
reach the street, scores trampled under feet 
and severely injured, and at least a hundred 
people burned to death, so far as can be found 
out from present examinations of the smould- 
ering ruins. The actual loss of life cannot be 
known for some days. The fire originated in 
a gas explosion while a performance was in 
progress. The inflammable material instantly 
caught fire, producing wild panic among the 
closely packed spectators. The third tier, 
boxes and gallery above, were crowded with 
people and 

ONLY A FEW OF THEM ESCAPED. 

The debris is surrounded by weeping throngs 
whose relatives were asphyxiated or burned 
todeath. Hospitals and private houses are 
filled with victims severely injured—many 
fatally—in the flerce struggle to reach the 
street. Some who succeeded in getting out 
sately, died afterward from vomiting blood. 
Frightened people leaped from windows, and 
were killed by the fall. Only a partial search 
of the auditorium and boxes have been made 
yet, but the firemen and the Citizens’ Relief 
Corps are constantly 

BRINGING OUT CHARRED BODIES. 

So far as known, the loss of life is entirely 
among the andience, and all the members of 
th pany escaped. The fire was caused by 
some disarrangement of the gas in the flies 
during the third act. The flames swept over 
the upper part of the house first, giving the 
people in the galleries no chance to escape, 
while spectators on the lower floor reached 
thd street in comparative safety. Somebody 
shut off the gas shortly after the fire was dis- 
covered in the hope of checking its spread, but 
only left the theater and exits in almost total 
darkness and increased the panic. The light 
woodwork galleries were soon in 

A ROARING BLAZE. 

All the doors of the theater. opened inward, 
and all were closed when the alarm was given. 
The theater holds 2,200 people and the box- 
office had refused admission tickets before the 
performance,so that the loss of life is presum- 
ably very large. At9o’clock last night dis- 
patches received here—200 miles from Oporto— 
say that the police have removed the remains 
of eighty bodies, and that the work of search- 
ing the ruins has only just begun. The mu- 
nicipal authorities have put large gangs of 


men at work. 
THE CHARRED BODIES 


of a man and woman found in a box, locked in 
a close embrace, are believed to be the bodies 
of Don Sorilla and wife. He was one of the 
wealthiest merchants of the city. No remains 
have yet been positively identified. The 
search has been going on all night by the aid 
of torches, and the scenes among persons 
looking for missing relatives among the ruins 
are heartrending. Private information re- 
ceived here says that very few people in the 
galleries escaped and that the loss of life is 


twice as large as reported.

PARNELL’S ARREARS BILL. 


Chamberlain’s Attack on the Irish Party— 
Queen Victoria’s Trip. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, March 22.—The division on the mo- 
tion for a second reading of Parnell’s arrears 
bill yesterday was the largest of the present 
session. Parnell is praised, even by his oppo- 
nents, for his temperate address. He was in 
good voice,and apparently has regained much 
of bis old vigor, although he still appears to 
be somewhat careworn. Some of the speeches 
on both sides were of more than ordinary 
ability and there were some lively passages- 
at-arms between Chamberlain and Dillon. 
The amendment known as the ‘‘Birmingham 
amendment, because concocted by Cham- 
berlain and his fellow-members from that city, 
was moved by Williams,from the fourth bench 
above the Opposition gangway. Chamber - 
lain, in the absence of Lord Hartington, who 
was in Cumberland addressing a political 
meeting, sat alone in a corner of the front Op- 
position bench witha gap between him and 
Gladstone, Morley and Harcourt. As on all 
great occasions Chamberlain was careful to 
weara white orchidin his buttonhole. He 
made a very vigorous attack on the Parnellites 
and 

OREATED SOME AMAZEMENT 

by declaring that they ‘‘catch on to some ad- 
mitted grievance and exaggerate it for party 
purposes, but catch on although.’’ Although, 
isaword a good deal used here, especially 
in theatrical pariance, being eon- 
sidered a peculiarly Ameri can ex- 
pression. T. Russell’s onslaughts upon 
the Government of which, recently, he was an 
ardent supporter, lose effect through repe- 
tition, but despite his curious style, abeund- 
ing in mixed metaphors, he is an effective 
speaker, and manifestly inspired with genuine 
sympathy for the poor and helpless. The 
amendment which deciared that the arrears of 
rent should be treated on the same footing as 
other debts afforded an opportunity for the 
Government to vote against Parnell without 
meeting him with absolute non · possumus and 
was carefully framed with this object, The 
principle Tory organ to-day declares 


that the vote must not be taken as an indica- 
tion of the reluctance of the Govern- 
ment to deal fairly with the question of 
legitimate arrears of rent. This means that 
the Government may find themselves com- 
pelled to a move in the direction indicated by 
Parnell, if the eviction campaign, which 
promises to set in with great severity next 
month, should prove too much for public 
opinion to bear. 
LORD LONDONDERRY. 

The announcement that Lord Londonderry 
is to have the vacant garter must not be taken 
as a token ofhis administrative ability, dis- 
played as Lord Lieutenant of Ireland. Lord 
Londonderry isa young man who owes his 
appointment to the fact that he is Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill’s cousin, and his insignifi- 
cance asa public man is shown by the fact 
thatany views he may have are never even 
mentioned in the discussions of Irish affairs. 

THE QUEEN’S TRIP TO FLORENCE. 

The Queen started for Florence yesterday 
for a three weeks’ stay. She ls a good sailor, 
and therefore prefers going via Cherbourg in- 
stead of the short sea route usually adopted 
in traveling from London to the continent. 

A VALUABLE LITERARY DISCOVERY. 

The discovery of papers at Stratford-on- 
Avon, in spite of representations tothe con- 
trary, is of some literary value. Mr. Savage, 
librarian to the records of the 
committee, read a descriptive report yester- 
day before the Mayor and local nobilities. 
Among the documents of Shakspeare’s time is 
his apprenticeship indenture, witnessed by 
Richard Hathaway; also a memorandum in 
the handwriting of Thomas Green, Shak- 
speare’s cousin, and Town Clerk of Strat- 
ford, with many other signatures. The records 
are more or less interesting, and furnish a 
valuable contribution towards elucidating the 
trades and callings of Stratford, and the life 
of the town in the time of Shakspeare, and 
even earlier.

A SLIGHT CLUE TO THE WHEREABOUTS OF 
DEFAULTER TATE. 


The Shortage Now Estimated at $250,000— 
Proceedings for the Impeachment of the 
Defaulting State Treasurer — Auditor 
Hewitt to Be Included—Latest Develop- 


ments. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 2.—The defalca- 
tion of State Treasurer Tate grows in amount 
as the experts examining his accounts 
progress. Yesterday. afternoon Auditor 
Hewitt announced to the Governor that the 
amount of the deficit was $197,964.66, but later 
this sum was increased by $19,250, and it is 
now thought the total shortage will not be far 
from $250,000. The books of the 
Treasurer’s office show extreme  loose- 
ness and neglect, and it will be 
weeks before order can be bronght out of the 
existing chaos. Where the money went is 
still as much a mystery as ever. That Mr. 
Tate accommodated his friends at all times is 
admitted, but that he loaned such a sum as 
this is hardly believed. His private papers 
have not as yet been looked into. A story told 
to-day illustrates the 

EXTREMELY CARELESS METHODS 
which obtained from Mr. Tate in his adminis- 
tration of business affairs. In 1883 the State 
finances ran low, and it was found necessary 
to borrow $150,000. The loan was ratified on 
December 80, 1884. The interest on the loan, 
amounting to $9,000, fell due. When a bank 
official] arrived with the claim the Auditor’s 
office was closed, it being after 5 o’clook 
in the evening. Treasurer Tate was still at 
headquarters, however. He knew that the 
amount was dpe, and as the banker pretended 
to be in a h about the collection Mr. Tate 
offered to oblige him by furnishing his per- 
sonal check for the amount. He laid away the 
receipts, and only a week or so ago ran across 
it. He had forgotten the transac- 
tion entirely and remarked that he considered 


himself just that mucb better off. The special 
committee appointed to arrange articles of 
impeachment to be lodged against Treasurer 
Tate is in session this morning finishing up its 
business preparatory to submitting its report 
to the Legislature. Ifthe report is adopted it 
will be in order for the House to appointa 
committee to frame an Indictment containing 
the full charges to be addressed tothe Senate, 
Upon receipt of this the Senate will fix a day 
when it will resolve itself into 
A HIGH COURT OF IMPEACHMENT. 

A precept will either be served upon Treas- 
urer Tate or left at his house with some white 
p n over 16 years ot age. Reasonable time, 
till about Wednesday of next week, will be 
given to him to respond, and if he fails 
to do this In person or send a representative 
it is probable that Speaker Bryan, as in a case 
in the courts, will appoint some one to appear 
in his behalf as for a non-resident. On the day 
fixed for the trial each Senator will be 
required to take an additional oath, and inthe 
name of each member of the Genera! Assem- 
bly and of every person in the Common- 
wealth the preceeding will be entered upon, 
the committee from the House serving in the 
capacity of prosecutors. If the impeachment 
stands,then the office of Treasurer of State will 
be declared vacant. The Attorney-General 
has caused to be issued attachments against 
the known assets of the absconding Treasurer. 

A special from Frankfort says: A Demo- 
cratic caucus was held last evening which 
acted on two very important matters. Reso- 
lutions were offered requiring the Democratic 
party to thoroughly investigate the accounts 
of all State officers and the adminis- 
tration of affairs of all State in- 
stitutions. This the cavueus considered 
absolutely necessary to the interesta of the 
party. It was further resolved that a commit- 
tee be appointed to act in the matter and pre- 
sent a resolution before the House requiring 
an examination of State offices by expert ac- 


countants. 
SEEN IN CANADA. 

Mr. Theirman of this city arrived home 
from Canada last night and says this morning 
that he saw Treasurer Tate in Canada.

Protecting the Indian Lands. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 22.—Senator 
Dawes, from the Committee on Indian Affairs, 
reported adversely to-day a bill authorizing 
the Secretary of the Interior to permit miners 


and corporations organized for mining 
purposes to rospect, develop, lease 
and own the mineral portion of any In- 
‘dian reservation upon such terms and 
conditions as may be agreed upon by the 
Secretary of the Interior and the Indians on 
the reservations. The bill was opposed by the 
Secreta ot the Interior and the Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs, and the former, in a 
letter to the Indian Affairs Commissioner, says 
that the enactment of such a law would make 
it extremely difficult for the Government to 
preserve peace and guiet among the Indians.

‘The Vandalia’s Position on the Coal Ques 
tion—General News. 


The coal pool railroads are still in a stew 


the Vandalia, and a committee has been 
formed consisting of Gen. McNulta, and 
Messrs. Sborman and Beach to wait upon 
President McKeen and try to induce 
him to call his General Freight Agent 


off, but the chances are that Mr. Hibbard 
knows what he is doing, and that the com- 
mittee will have ita labor for nothing.

Louis should be transported here at the same 
rate that coal seventy or eighty miles away 
is shipped. I was willing to make 
any reasonable rate up to 50 cents, so there 
should be a fair differential on far-away coal, 
but there was no prospect of any concession, 
so we acted for our own interests as we 
thought best.

wou) be prohibitory tothe shipping of their 
coal?’’ 

Wo esnnot help that. It is fair and right, 
and if they are ata disadvantage on account 
of the position of their mines they must suffer 
for it. e should certainly not sufter. What 
we bave done is not only to the interest of 
the road but also of the city, as the reduction 
in the price of coal shows.’’

Not that I know of. Some of the roads have 
not paid much attention to that, but we have 
said nothing aboutit, but shall send in our 
statements as usual.

An Interesting Bond Case. 


CHICAGO, III., March 22.—Judge Gresham is

recover $80,000 with Interest from 1871. Inthe 
latter year the town of St. Anne voted to issue 
bonds in aid of the Chicago, Danvilie & Vin- 
cennes Railroad, and they were duly issued 
and given to the company. The latter 
assigned them to J. E. Young & 
Co., and they gave them the 
Town Supervisor to be registered at 
Springfield. On his way to the capital the 
supervisor was served witha writ at the in- 
stance of one Cayer, restraining him from re- 
turning the bonds to Young. Cayer’s bill was 
dismissed, and the next day the supervisor 
obtained possession of the bonds and burned 
them. The bonds have long since matured, 
and the complainant asks thatthe town may 
be compelled to pay the amount which would 
be due on them if they were in existence. 
The voters of the little town of St. Anne are 
deeply interested in the result and are in court 
in large force to hear the case.

BOOMING RIVERS. 


Serious Damage by Overflow Waters in Mon- 
tana and Elsewhere. 


POPLAR RIVER, Mont., March 22.—The great 
flood on the Upper Missouri does not abate. 
The water is the highest seen for many years 
and the river is still rising rapidly. The ice 
has broken at Galpin and is running fast. 


There is a big gorge at Cut Banks about ten 
miles from here, and another at Frenchman’s 
Point, seven miles below. There Is six feet of 
water on the railroad track at Wolf 
Point, and the bridges are all washed 
out, All trains are delayed. The 
Milk River is also commencing to break up 
and the country is flooded for forty miles 
around. Hundreds of cords of wood, cut for 
river steamers, are floating away, The cattle- 
men and Indians will lose large quantities of 
bay. The red men have all ieft the bottom 
and are camped on the hills and the high 
grounds. Their farms are under four feet of 
water and their fences swept away. There is 
some loss of stock, and if the river gorges at 
this place the joss will be immense.

A YEAR IN JAIL. 


The Sentence of Young Davisson, Who Shot 
Little Lizzie Croghan. 


Judge Normile to-day heard testimony in 
regard to the age of William H. H. Davisson, 
son of State Senator Davisson, who was con- 
evicted of assaultto kill bya jury yesterday 
and his punishment fixed at two years and six 
months in the penitentiary.

He asked with whom she was coasting, and 
she replied with two giris and little Anton 
Thiers. Davisson was jealous of Eddie Thiess, 
Anton’s older brother, and as the girl was 
Walking away drew a revolver and shot her.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


A DECISION IN AN-INTERESTING CASE OF 
FIRE INSURANCE. 


The Court Overrules 4 Bar Set Up in Defense 
—Sequel to the Troubles on the East Side 
—4 Furniture Company Enters Confes- 
sion of Judgment To-Day—Verdicts in 

ases Before the Circuit Judges—Trials 
ommeneed This Morning. 


Judge Lubke to-day decided a demurrer in 
the case of the East St. Louis Connecting 
Rallway Company agalnst the Neptune Fire 
& Marine Insurance Company and Eliot In- 
surance Company. These were separate ac- 
tions brought by the rallway company in Oc- 
tober lastonapolicy of insurance executed 
by the defendant companies in October, 1885, 
whereby they insured the railway company 
against loss or damage by fire on cars and mer- 
chandise located at certain points in the 
vicinity of East St. Louis. On the 9th of April, 
1886, some of the property covered by the pol- 
icy was destroyed by fire. Notice was given 
to the defendants together with proof of loss, 
but they declined to pay and suit was brought 
to recover $1,081.39 from each company. They 
entered an answer denying certain allegations 
ofthe petition, setting forth that the prop- 
erty destroyed was covered by the policy 
and averring that the fire was caused by an 
insurrection or riot and civil commotion, and 
that by the terms ofthe policy the insurance 
companies exempted themselves from liabil- 
ity for any loss by fire which might be so 
caused. n 

As a separate defense it was contended that 
the policy provided that no suit or 
action against the company should 
be sustainable in any court of law 


or chancery unless such suit should be com- 
menced within twelve months after the loss 
occurred, and that if suit was commenced 
after the expiration of that period the lapse of 
time should be taken as conclusive evidence 
against the validity of the claim. In reply to 
this the railway company alleged that the 
Insurance companies agreed to waive the 
operations of the proviso. 

It seems that an adjuster was appointed to 
Inguire into the loss, and after receivin 
notice that the insurance companies woul 
not pay, sult was brought in April, 1887. A 
demurrer onthe ground of misjoinder of the 
defendants was sustained, and the suit 
against these companies was dismissed. 
A new suit was brought, and it 
was contended by the railway com- 
pany that the twelve months did not begin 
to run until the dismissal of the former suit 
and therefore the operation of the proviso 
ought not be insisted upon, 

The court finds that the railroad company 
with reasonable dilligence and with the con- 
curring acts of the insurance companies 
completed and delivered the 
quired proofs of loss January 
1887, and by the terms of 
policy the railroad company bed no right to 
sue until sixty days had elapsed after that 
date. The suits were brought within eight 
months afterthe railroad company had the 
right to sue, It follows that they were brought 
in time and the replies are sufficient to avoid 
— sappoeed bar. The demurrers are over- 
ruled. 


Confessed Judgment. 


The Carondelet Avenue Furniture Manufact- 
uring Company made a confession of judg- 
ment to- day in Judge Barclay’s Court in fa- 
vor of Wm. Schaerer for $4,432.05, representing

Railway Company. The property,in dispute 
covers a frontage of 300 feet by K depth of 
150 feet on Main street and Chouteau avenue. 
The plaintiffs claim title under Louis Callloux, 
Jr., and the railroad company sets up its 
claim by Sheriff's deed from Louis Cailloux, 
Sr. The feature of accretion is involved, the 
river having changed its course since the con- 
veyance. 


A Plea in Abatement. 


A jury was called into the box in Judge 
Lubke’s court to-day for the trial of the suit 
of the Paciſlo Express Company against James 
Foreman, Ralph L. Ostrander and Joseph 
Guyal. The trial is on the plea in 


abatement of the attachment suit 
entered by the Express Company 
recover four silver bars, gold watches, dia- 
monds and jewelry valued at $5,000, which it 
was alleged had been stolen from the posses- 
sion of the company.

Very Quiet at Present. 


Frederick K. Darby of Aspen, Colo., who ar- 
rived in the city last night and is at the Lin 
dell, said to a PosT-DiIsPpaTcH reporter this 
morning: ‘‘I have just come in from Aspen, 
where the mining exoltement is greatet than 
anywhere else in the country. Just now the 
camp is rather quiescent, not because

past winter, covering the roads, which 

he depressions of the ound to a 
depth of many feet. Within the past week 
the warm weather has caused the snow to 
disappear like magic, and except in the 
sheltered vaileys and onthe highest peaks it 
has pratioally disappeared, but the resultant 
mud is simply indescribable. The whole 
bottom seems to have fallen out of 
the country, thé mud apparently extends 
down to the sea level and locomotion 
on foot or horseback is most difficult, while it 
is utterly Out of the question for wagons to 
move 100 yards. The consequence is that haul- 
ing Ore from the mines to eitber the mills or 
the railroads has ceased, and will not be re- 
sumed until the roads again become passable. 
A few of the mills which are located in the 
immediate vicinity of the mines have been 
kept running, these sare excép- 
tional.

forward very rapidly, indeed, and with ex- 
cellent results. ever before has the camp 
seemed so properous, and the probabilities 
are that the coming season will be the best that 
Aspen has ever seen.

FOR THE HARBOR. 


ST. LOUIS WILL RECEIVE A LIBERAL Ar- 
PROPBRIATION FROM CONGRESS. 


This City Has Been Overlooked for Years 
Because Its Needs Have Never Been Pre- 
gented—The Trouble in the Board of 
Public Improvements Fufnishes a Topic 
fer the Departments at the City Hall— 
The New City Hall—Municipal Matters. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy has received 
advices from Washington stating that St. 
Louis harbor will probably receive an appro- 
priation of $100,000. For years the amounts 
appropriated by Congress have not 
exceeded $5,000 per annum. The re- 
sult is, according to river men, 
that the St. Louis harbor has become one of 
the most dangerous portions of the river. 
Seventy-six steamers have been wrecked in it. 
In preference to risking the loss of lumber in 
rafting from the foot of Alton Island to this 
olty lumbermen shipping from points on the 
Wisconsin River prefer sending their lumber 
by railroad to Obioago at high freight rates. 
Rafts of 8,000,000 feet coming down the river 
are split into three and four parts at the foot 
of the island and even then the pass, which in 
some places is not five hundred feet, cannot 
be attempted at night, often necessitating 
a delay of twelve hours, At one point 
above the city the stream flows 
in a direct northwest line, leaving 


the bed In about the same condition as it was 
when the Lee survey was made in 1837. 

Obairman Bianchard of the Committee on 
Rivers and Harbors stated that St. Louis har- 
bor had heretofore been overiooked at Wash- 
ington, simply because its wants had never 
been presented to the committee. He has 
been onthe committee for eight years and 
never before now heard the case presented. 
The bill will probably be reported about the 
middie of next month. It will give the United 
States engineer for this district about $100,000 to 
expend on this harbor. With an annual ap- 
propriation of $100,000 the city will soon have 
an 1,800 foot channel all the way along the 
chartered harbor. 


The Trouble in the Board, 


The army of contractors atthe City Hall Is 
awaiting with considerable interest the result 
ot the row inthe Board of Public Improve- 
ments over the contract of the Fulton 


. It is the subject of discus- 
sion n all the departments and is 
attracting attention from the fact that 
Commissioners Turner and McMath, who have 
been honvured by the contractors as the Iron 
Commissioners,’’ a tribute to their unbend- 
ing adherence to the terms of contracts and 
ordinances, are now displaying surprising of- 
ficial flexibility. The contract calls for the 
completion of the new Water-works engine at 
a certain date. The city, in falling to provide 
sheds, delayed the work one month and now 
the foundry company asks that 
an extension from April to August be granted. 
Commissioners Holman, Turner, McMath and 
Klemm are in favor of granting the extension 
and setting aside the forfeiture. President 
Fiad and Commissioner Murphy oppose iton 
the grounds that it is altering the contract, 
unjust to the competing bidders, in violation 
of the rule which has guided the 
Board in the past and establishes 
a precedent which will make the 
terms of contracts in the future unmeaning. 
John Bambrick, who wasdoing the stone- 
work on the Grand avenue bridge, had his 
contract cancelled on the ground that he bad 
not completed a percentage of bis work in 
proportion to the time consumed. While that 
matter was pending it was reported that Street 
Commissioner Turner would submit his resig- 
nation to the Mayor if his recommendation 
was not adopted. The contract was for- 
felted and the friends of the contractor 
dre now commenting on the _ different 
action of the Board in these cases. The Street 
Commissioner’s reasons for voting as he has 
are that the Water Commissioner should cer- 
tainly be better able to —1 upon the justice 
of a request than any other commissioner,and 
as Mr. Holman recommends the extension the 
other members support him When Mr. Hol- 
man returns on the 80th the motion to recon- 
sider the vote extending the time will be dis- 
cussed.

The City Hall Commission. 


The City Hall Commission, appointed by 
resolution of the Assembly and composed of 
the Mayor, Comptrolier, City Counselor and 
Commissioner of Buildings, will not report 
until the next session of the Assembly, which 


opens on the third 1 in April. The 
Commission has not yet held a meetings. A 
suggestion has been made which seems to 
offer a solution to the problem of selecting the 
site. To acquire a title to anew block centrally 
located is entirely out of the question. The 
resent site is not desirable for two reasons. 
n the first place it will necessitate tearing 
down the present structure, which cost 
$110,000, to rebuild on that site. In the next 
place it does not front on any street of 
sufficient width. The proposition bas been 
made to secure the strip of ground on Twelfth 
street, between Pine and Chestnut streets, 
but that will prove an expensive 
purchase unless the present hall 
can be advantageously disposed ot. 
Washington Park under its present grant oan- 
mot be used for a City Hall site as it was do- 
pated for park purposes. It bas been sug- 
gested to build a Balli in the middie of the park 
and in that way to preserve at least the name 
of park for the grounds. The heirs 
of the original grantors suggest a better 
lan. There are now three living heirs. 
n their death the number will be consid- 
erably greater and the difficulty of obtaining 
their consent on * proposition will accord- 
ingly be greater. If alnut street is cut 
through to Thirteenth street, and either the

THE FISHERY TREATY. 


Prof. Goldwin Smith, the Canadian Savant, 
Gives His Views. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATOCH, 

New TOR, March 22.—Prof. Goldwin Smith, 
the distinguished Canadian writer and savant, 
is stopping at the New York Hotel. In re- 
sponse to the question: What do the Cana- 
dian people think of the fishery treaty?’’ he 
said: ‘‘In every treaty or bargain each party 
thinks or says that it has got less than its due. 
The opposition criticise everything political 
or diplomatic that is done by the Government. 
But the general tone of Conadian opinion, I 
should say, is acquiescence to the treaty. 


Confidence is felt in the honorable intentions 
of Mr. Oleveland’s Government. It is dim 
cult, however, for a citizen of Ontario to learn 
exactly the sentiment in the distant provinces 
of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick, which are 
most interested in this * 

„What i your individual opinion of the 
treaty?’’ 

‘*as a Commercial-Unionist I should have 
preferred a more comprebensive settlement, 
embracing the fisheries and the coasting 
trades along with their commercial relations. 
But I am glad that any source of discord 
should be removed. I don’t believe, how- 
ever, thatanything will finally put an end to 
disputes except participation in the fisherles 
on perfectly equal terms. Ithink there can 
be no serious doubt that if commercial union 
could be fairly putas a distinctissue to the 
Canadian people there would be a very large 
majority in its favor. The difficulty is to get 
it disentangled from political issues and from 
the struggle of parties from power. I pre- 
sume there will be the same difficulty here. 

Do you see any chanceinthe immediate 
future to bring about reciprocity between the 
two countries?’’ 

The question of reciprocity is now being 
debated in the Canadian Parilament. The 
resolution having been brought forward by 
the Opposition, the Government, which bas a 
large majority, will for the present vote it 
down. But the movement in favor of reciproc- 
ity is unquestionably gaining ground, and if 
American opinion is favorable there can be no 
doubt but before long the mutual interest of 
the two countries will prevail.’’

LIFE IN A SKIFF. 


MISS JESSIE GREEN TELLS HOW SHE AND 
HER BROTHER ENJOYED IT. 


A Novel Expedition Which Closed in t. 
Louis Last Night—The Young Girl, Found 
in Man's Attire, Tells Why She Adopted 
That Style of Dress—History of a Re- 
markable Journey. 


There are more ways of trotting the globe 
than by having a palace car or circumnav!- 
gating it with a bicycle, as may be learned 
from William Green and his sister Jessie, who 
arrived in 88. Louis from Omaha yesterday, 
whenee they have for the most part lazily 
drifted down stream, trusting to a skiff and 
the turgid tide of the Missouri to bear 
them eastward. The story of the 
wanderers would have no doubt re- 
mained untold, as do the tales 
of a thousand and one Ishmaelites, rolling 
stones who gather no moss chiefly because 
they wouldn't be burdened with the com- 
modity under thé conditions generally im- 
posed, had it not not been for an aceident that 


overtook them as their journey was nearing an 


end. Their frail craft struck a snag while off 
Augusta on the Missouri, capsized and com- 

elled man and woman to strike out to the 
shore for their lives. They lost their tranks, 
but being good swimmers reached dry land 
without further mishap, save that the young 
woman parted with her skirts and was forced 
to put on a pair of trousers and coat beleng- 
ing to her brother.

You see, I always 
was of a roaming disposition and wanted to 
see the world. nce I went with my brother 
on a hunting trip along the river and this put 
in my head that we might reach St. Louis 
py oat. Will was pleased with the 
idea and 80 some time in the 
last part ot September or the early part of Oc- 
tober, we got an expressman to take us in a 
spring wagon from Omaha to Nebraska City.

St. Louis Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION—CLOSING 1P. u. 


An eager and a nipping alr last night and 
this morning and a solidly frozen ground. In 
this immediate section and further West there 
is still a good deal of moisture in the ground, 
but East there has been considerable drouth, 
and the earth’s surface is reported as crack- 
ing through the combined influence of 
dry and thawing and freezing weather. 
Most of the complaints of crop damage 
may be expected from those affe te 
States of Iliinois and Indiana.——Re- 
ceipts of wheat were over 23,000 bu to-day, 
exceeding same time last yeur by 2,200 bu. 
There is said to be considerable old wheat 
back in farmers’ hands that good roads would 
nllow to come to market, Around Chester, 
III., it is stated there is still 100,000 bu wheat, 
the ‘bad condition of country roads not naving 
permitted of its being hauled.——The latest 
mail advices from Bombay state that wheat is 
coming in very slowly—not one-half of last 
year. Receipts thus far this year are less than 
one-half of last season. Advices from Cal- 
cutta state there is still some uncertainty 
about the outturn of the new wheat crop. 
— The eéxhierated state of the mar- 
kets this morning were supposed to be 
due to the combined effects of the cold 
wave and Moses Fraley banquet that Lind- 
blohm of Chicago paid for. 

Wheat—The freezing cold weather was dis- 
counted atthe opening this morning, a few 
nervous shorts covering and some country 
orders being filled at Rane advance, 
finding it a very easy matter to 
get all they wanted, too, as 
there were any number of sellers. 
Outside of this cold snap and the fears its ef- 
fect might have on the growing crop and up- 
turns at other points there were no particu- 
larly bullish influences. Wali street advices 
were of breaking stocks. Cables were dull 
and featureless, receipts were larger here 
and the stock in store not decreasing 
as the longs would like to see it. The short in- 
terest in this market was down to compara- 
tively small dimensions through the heavy 
covering of the past couple days: 80 that 
there was not the demand there 
would usually have been and the 
market did not have that powerful sus- 
taming influence. May opened at silbe and 
sold off to Slo, and July ranged from 
7740 to 6%@77c. Subsequentiy the 
market was unsettled and swung within 
narrow limite, reports of good export 
buying at New York and a better ‘tone shown 
by the outside markets checking the decline 
here, but not rallying prices to speak of. The 
close was ürm at 81¥2@8i%c for May 
and 77e for July. The cash de- 
mand did not improve, local millers 
buying wore sparingly. Several orders were 
here from the South, but none of them were 
filled. Sales of spot No. 2 red were 5,000 regu- 
lar at 8l\c early and 12,000 in St. L. at 8llec. 

Corn was stronger at the opening in sympa. 
thy with wheat and a better Chicago, but there 
was more for sale than was wanted, 
and after selling at «fro for May 
the market weakened off, finally 
selling at 4460. Later on it turned strong and 
gradually recovered, the demand increasing, 
several round lots changing hands, 
and vutside markets asvenes:

AN IMPRISONED BRIDE, 


Her Hard-Hearted Mother Refuses to Let 
Her Join Her Husband. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPaTcH. 

New BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 22.—The 
story of Dolly Williams, or, more properly 
speaking, thatof Mrs. Peter V. Bergen, who 
has been a prisoner in her mother’s house for 
three weeks, told in an evening paper yester- 
Gay, created a sensation here among the 
members of the First Baptist Church, of which 
she has been a member for several years. 


Three years ago Dolly Williams graduated 
from the High School. She desired to keep up 
the acquaintance of some young men who 
were from the humblier waiks of 
life, but her mother said she must 
look higher. Dolly, who is quite attractive 
and just 23, quietly made up her mind to 
choose for herself, and her choice was Peter 
V. Bergen of No. 26 Lee avenue, a respectable 
— shoemaker. Last summer Mrs. Will- 
ams learned of the intimacy existing between 
Dolly and Bergen, but her explicit prohibition 
only made the girl more fixed in her deter- 
mination, and in September Miss. Dolly Wiill- 
lams became Mrs. Peter V. Bergen. The wed- 
ding was solemnized by Rev. Mr. Potter of 
the village of Washington unknown to the 
mother. 

Mrs. Williams did not learn that Dolly was 
married until three weeks ago, when she 
made the bride a prisoner at ber home, refus- 
ing to allow her to leave the upper part of the 
house, where she was confined, and denying 
admittance to the husband, who several times 
demanded to see his wife. On one of his 
visite Bergen attracted his wife’s atten- 
tion and called out to her to jump 
from the window of the room 
where she is confined and he would 
catch her, but Mrs. Williams ä —— any 
such rasb attempt to escape. festerday mu- 
tual friends were secretly at work endeavor- 
ing to reunite the separated pair. 
Williams remains obdurate, and will notallow 
her daughter to leave the bouse. Bergen has 
been advised to take legal measures to gain
